Foreclosure Fraud Unhinges U.S. 


Housing analysts 
blame poor banking 
procedures for slump 

New York 

Karl Case, the co-creator of a wide- 
ly watched housing market index, 
was upbeat three weeks ago. Mull- 
ing the economy while at a meeting 
at a resort near the Berkshires, Case 
thought the makings of a recovery 
were finally falling into place. 

“Fm a 60-40 optimist,” he said 
at the time. 

Today, Case’s mood is far more sub- 
dued. In scarcely two weeks, he and 
other housing analysts have watched 
as the once-staid world of back-office 
bank procedures has spawned a scan- 
dal that threatens to further unhinge 
the housing market. 

Allegations of possible mortgage 
fraud against financial giants GMAC, 
JPMorgan Chase and Bank of America 
read like a corporate thriller: forged 
documents, faked Social Security 
numbers, phantom titles, disappear- 
ing paper trails, “robo-signers,” and 
mortgages sliced and diced so many 
times that nobody really knows who 
owns them. 

On Friday, PNC and mortgage ser- 
vicer Litton Loan Servicing joined 
those three financial institutions in 
suspending some foreclosures while 
they review how documents were

Axelrod Doubts Foreclosure Halt 

Top White House adviser David Axelrod questioned 
the need Sunday for a blanket stoppage of all home 
foreclosures, even as pressure grows on the Obama 
administration to do something about mounting evi- 
dence that banks have used inaccurate documents to 
evict homeowners. Axelrod added that the administra- 
tion is pressing lenders to accelerate their reviews, (ap) 


Under Scrutiny 

Before a housing recovery can occur, 
all those foreclosed properties have 
to be re-scrutinized by the banks and 
then sold. With any foreclosure-relat- 
ed deal open to legal challenge, that in- 
ventory could be taken off the market 
while the legal challenges make their 
way through the courts. That’s not to 
mention the questions being raised 
about missing paper trails on mort- 
gages owned by people who have never 
missed a payment, (ap) 


handled. Bank of America, which 
had already announced a halt for 
23 states, expanded the suspension 
to cover the whole nation. 

In all, the banks will have to 
review the paperwork for hundreds 
of thousands of mortgages. 

In the near term, the freezes could 
actually benefit both homeowners 
and the housing market. Homeown- 
ers would have time to live rent-free 
and chip away at their debt. Pric- 
es might stabilize because so many 
homes are penned up. 

But the long-term implications 
are grave. 

Housing watcher Mark Zandi, 
chief economist at Moody’s Analyt- 
ics, believes the foreclosure scandal 
could prolong the housing depres- 
sion for at least another few years.

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8 Arraigned in Anti-Gay Attack 


N.Y.C. gang suspects 
allegedly tortured 
2 teenage boys, man 

New York 

Eight gang suspects arrested in the 
torture of two teenage boys and a 
man in an anti-gay attack were 
arraigned Sunday, standing in a 
courtroom with their heads down 
and their hands cuffed. 

They were expected to face 
charges including robbery, assault 
and unlawful imprisonment as hate 
crimes, but no charges were read 
aloud at the hearing. They didn’t 


enter pleas. Police were looking 
for a ninth suspect, who had been 
expected to turn himself in but 
didn’t show up. 

The nine members of the Latin 
King Goonies gang heard a rumor 
one of their teenage recruits was 
gay and on Oct. 3, found the teen, 
stripped him, beat him and sodom- 
ized him with a plunger handle until 
he confessed to having had sex with 
a man, police say. The gang mem- 
bers then found a second teen they 
suspected was gay and tortured him 
and the man, police say. 

The gang members found the 
man by inviting him to a house, 
telling him they were having a

party, police say. When he arrived, 
they burned, beat and tortured 
him for hours and sodomized him 


with a miniature baseball bat, 
police say. 

The suspects arraigned Sun- 
day were identified as Ildefonzo 
Mendez, 23; Elmer Confresi, 23; 
David Rivera, 21; Steven Carabal- 
lo, Denis Peitars, Nelson Falu and 
Bryan Almonte, all 17; and Brian 
Cepeda, 16. 

Bronx Criminal Court Judge 
Harold Adler set bail for Peitars 
and Caraballo at $100,000 bond or 
$50,000 cash; the other six were 
held without bail. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg said 
he was sickened by the accusations 
of violence “and saddened by the 
anti-gay bias.” ( A p)

An Imminent Reunion in Chile 


Rescue efforts near 
an end for 33 miners 
eager to go home 

San Jose Mine, Chile 

After more than two months 
trapped deep in a Chilean mine, 
33 miners were so giddy with con- 
fidence, officials said Sunday, they 
were arguing over who would be 
the last to take a twisting 20 -min- 
ute ride to daylight and into the 
embrace of those they love. 

Officials have drawn up a ten- 
tative list of the order in which the 
33 miners should be rescued, and 
Health Minister Jaime Manalich 
said the otherwise cooperative 
miners were squabbling about it 
— so sure of the exit plan that they 
are asking to let their comrades be 
first to reach the surface, probably 
on Wednesday. 

“They were fighting with us yes- 
terday because everyone wanted 
to be at the end of the line, not the 
beginning,” he told reporters. 

Manalich said that a few, in 
private conversations among 
themselves, have volunteered to 
go up first. 

The final order will probably be 
determined by two paramedics — 
one from the navy and one from 
the Codelco state mining compa- 
ny — who will be lowered into the

NATO trucks resume 
key supply route after 
U.S. issues apology 

Islamabad 

Trucks bearing NATO supplies 
began flowing again Sunday across 
a critical border crossing into 
Afghanistan, opened a day earli- 
er than expected by Pakistan and 
ending a blockade that had raised 
tensions between Washington and 
a key ally. 

Pakistan had shut down the 
Torkham crossing along the Khyber 
Pass after a U.S. helicopter strike 
in the border area killed two Pak- 
istani soldiers 11 days ago. 

After an apology from top 
U.S. offlcials last week, Pakistan 
announced Saturday that Torkham 
would be reopened. The crossing 
is usually closed Sundays, how- 
ever, and the U.S. had said it did 
not expect trucks to begin moving 


again until Monday. 

It was not clear whether the 
decision to allow the vehicles 
through Sunday was a goodwill 
gesture by Islamabad or a prag- 
matic move to relieve the backlog 
of vehicles that have been strand- 
ed along roads in Pakistan and left 
vulnerable to militant attacks. 

During the blockade, about 150 
trucks were destroyed and some 
drivers and police were injured in 
near-daily attacks that left driv- 
ers fearing for their lives and hurt 
trucking companies’ profits. 

Though the U.S. has said the 


Torkham closure has not affected 
its ability to keep troops in Afghan- 
istan supplied, the blockade was 
another irritant in its relationship 
with Pakistan. 

At the heart of the tensions is 
Washington’s contention that Paki- 
stan has been unwilling to go after 
Afghan Taliban militants in its bor- 
der region near Afghanistan. 

By the end of the day after the 
crossing was reopened, about 
120 trucks carrying NATO sup- 
plies, 40 with fuel, had crossed 
into Afghanistan, an official said.

Retailers prepared 
to severely discount 
goods to make sales 

New York 

The Christmas shopping season 
doesn’t kick off for another six 
weeks, but retailers already are 
signaling they’re prepared to dis- 
count aggressively to entice shop- 
pers still skittish about spending. 

Gift buyers are likely to scru- 
tinize every purchase, from $20 
toys to $1,000 designer jackets, 
do their homework before they 
buy and limit how many stores 
they visit. 

That could put stores in a jam 
this year because for many, dead- 
lines for holiday orders were in 
spring when the economic recov- 
ery looked more solid. Since then, 
several indicators and consumers’ 
collective mood have darkened. 

Retailers aren’t expecting a 
flashback to 2008, when they were 
stung by shoppers who drastical- 
ly cut spending after the financial 
meltdown. Stores had to mark down 


items as much as 90 percent to clear 
them out. That left an imprint on 
2009, when retailers managed to 
stay profitable amid sluggish sales 
by stocking fewer items, creating 
shortages in certain standbys like 
strands of Christmas lights. This 
year, erratic spending has made it 
hard to strike the right balance of 
how much to stock as the recovery 
has lost steam. 

Most forecasters don’t expect 


shoppers to spend much more 
this year than they did during last 
year’s tepid season. Sales rose only 
0.4 percent over 2008, when they 
slumped 3.9 percent, according to 
the National Retail Federation’s 
calculations. 

Many retailers say they’re ready 
to tweak orders where they still can 
or sharpen discounts to adjust to 
erratic spending. It’s tricky because 
many holiday orders are usually

Social Security 
Benefits Won’t 
Increase in 2011 

Washington 

As if voters don’t have enough to 
be angry about this election year, 
the government is expected to 
announce this week that more than 
58 million Social Security recipi- 
ents will go through another year 
without an increase in their month- 
ly benefits. 

It would mark only the second 
year without an increase since 
automatic adjustments for infla- 
tion were adopted in 1975. The 
first year was this year. 

“If you’re the ruling party, this 
is not the sort of thing you want to 
have happening two weeks before 
an election,” said Andrew Biggs, a 
former deputy commissioner at the 
Social Security Administration. 

The cost-of-living adjustments, 
or COLAs, are automatically set 
each year by an inflation measure 
that was adopted by Congress back 
in the 1970s. Based on inflation so 
far this year, the trustees who over- 
see Social Security project there

N. Korean Heir Steps 
Out of the Shadows 


Will the next Kim 
follow his father’s 
antagonistic lead? 

Pyongyang, N. Korea 

The next leader of North Korea from 
the only ruling family the isolated 
nation has ever known made his 
public debut Sunday, clapping and 
smiling as tanks and rocket launch- 
ers rolled past. 

Two weeks after he was made a 
four-star general and set on the path 
to succession, Kim Jong Un sat next 
to his father, current North Korean 
leader Kim Jong II, and waved from 
an observation platform to a raucous 
crowd cheering below. 

The celebration marked the 
65 th anniversary of the Workers’ 
Party, which rules the impover- 
ished, authoritarian nation. It was 
designed, outside experts on North 
Korea said, to introduce the young- 
er Kim to his people and burnish his 
image as the next leader. 

“The parade served as a sign that 
the military has loyalty to the succes- 
sor,” said Kim Yong-hyun, an expert 
on North Korea at Seoul’s Dongguk 
University. 

Seeing the two Kims side by side 
above a huge portrait of the country’s 
founder, Kim II Sung, and later wav- 
ing to the crowd, drew raucous cheers 
of “Hurrah!” and some tears from 
North Koreans attending the parade

A Workers’ Party Show of Force 

Sunday's military parade was said to be North Korea’s largest ever. Thousands of 
troops from every branch of the country’s 1.2 million-member military goose-stepped 
to the accompaniment of a military brass band. Trucks loaded with katyusha rocket 
launchers rolled past, but they were dwarfed by a series of missiles, each larger than 
the last and emblazoned with: “Defeat the U.S. military. U.S. soldiers are the Korean 
People’s Army’s enemy." Japanese public broadcaster NHK reported that the parade 
included three never-before-shown types of missiles and launching devices, includ- 
ing one thought to be a new “Musudan" intermediate-range ballistic missile with a 
range of 1,860 to 3,100 miles, capable of hitting Japan and Guam, (ap)

in the heart of Pyongyang. 

The question now is: Which way 
will the regime go once Kim Jong II 
dies and Kim Jong Un takes charge? 
Will the son, no longer a kid after his 
debut at the party conference, swing 
toward reconciliation and rapproche- 
ment with the North’s enemies — or 
will he want to flex his muscles, to 
show the generals how tough he is? 

“There are opportunities for a 
reduction of tension,” said Jack Prit- 
chard, for several years the U.S. nego- 
tiator trying to persuade North Korea 
to jettison its nuclear power in favor 
of several billion dollars in aid. 

But such a happy scenario seems 
unlikely. North Korea’s Pak Kil-yon, 
the country’s ambassador to the 
United Nations for nearly a decade, 
followed Kim Jong Un’s emergence 
with the kind of tough talk for which 
North Korea is known. 

Far from calling for diplomatic 
solutions, Pak said the North’s “nucle- 
ar deterrent should be strengthened” 
against the U.S. 

But what does the son think? 
Is there any chance of an indepen- 
dent outlook? 

Most observers say this is not 
likely as long as Kim Jong II is alive. 
As of now, there’s no way for Kim 
Jong Un to change policy even if he 
wanted to. He’s constantly guard- 
ed by a core group handpicked by 
his father. 

The generals and Politburo mem- 
bers around him are not going to let 
him get out of line any more than 
they would let anyone get close 
enough to threaten his life, jean h. lee

Tea Party Grills Va. GOP 


Republicans contend 
with frustration at 
weekend gathering 

Richmond, Va. 

For two days, Republican candi- 
dates and officeholders who attend- 
ed the first statewide gathering of 
Virginia’s tea party groups have 
tread lightly. 

The scorn heaped by activists 
at the Virginia Tea Party Patri- 
ots convention on former presi- 
dent George W. Bush was second 
only to that for Democratic Presi- 
dent Obama. 

Even Virginia’s popular Repub- 
lican Gov. Bob McDonnell had to 
field barbed questions from some 


of the more-than 2,000 angry con- 
servatives and libertarians who 
attended the meeting Friday and 
Saturday. Organizers said it was 
the largest tea party meeting in 
the nation. 

“They don’t understand how 
committed these people are,” said 
Kenny Golden, the former chair- 
man of the Virginia Beach Repub- 
lican Committee, who is now run- 
ning for Congress as a conservative 
independent. 

State Sen. Frank Ruff, R-Meck- 
lenberg, and Del. Tommy Wright, 
R-Lunenberg, mingled Friday with 
the activists, doing more listening 
than talking as part of the cautious 
courtship between the tea party 
and the GOP. 

“These people are constituents. 


We represent them, and to repre- 
sent them, you need to know what’s 
on their minds,” Ruff said. 

Indeed they do. Across the 
nation, tea party groups this year 
have proved an ability to influence 
Republican primaries. In several 
U.S. Senate races, they’ve ousted 
entrenched incumbents in favor of 
conservatives. 

“There were Republicans in the 
Senate and across the country who 
voted to expand government and 
raise taxes,” said Alexandra Liddy 
Bourne of Fairfax, a Republican for- 
mer legislative candidate. 

“Conservative Republicans 
are in good shape with the tea 
party. It’s the moderates who have 
to worry,” Liddy Bourne said.

‘BiLLionaire’ vocalist 
Bruno Mars Launches 
a solo career with a 
wide-ranging first disc

Bruno Mars and Travie McCoy’s hit 
single “Billionaire” might have never 
been written had Mars been aware 
of the exchange rate of the U.S. dol- 
lar and the British pound. 

According to Mars, he came up

with the hook to the pop-rap hit last 
year while walking around Lon- 
don and slowly realizing just how 
broke he actually was. 

“Me and [production partner] 
Ari Levine went out to London to 
work on producing and writing for 
an artist. We had per diems, so they 
gave us £250 [a few hundred dol- 
lars] each to live off of for 11 days,” 
Mars says. “And everything there 
was so expensive. So we’ve got no 
money, and I’m walking the streets 
and came up with, 1 wanna be a bil- 
lionaire, so frickin’ bad.’” 

Mars might have been strapped 
for cash, but the 24-year-old Hawaii 
native was already affecting pop 
radio as a member of production 
team the Smeezingtons before the 
“Billionaire” refrain popped into 
his head. Mars’ featured vocals

for Mars. He was arrested last 
month on charges of possessing 
2.6 grams of cocaine after per- 
forming at a Las Vegas nightclub 
and is due in court Nov. 18.

But 
some think the charge won’t do 
much harm to his career— and 
may help it. “His recent arrest

on the song’s chorus, as well as 
on B.o.B’s Billboard Hot 100-top- 
ping “Nothin’ on You,” were pre- 
ceded by a songwriting credit on 
Flo Rida’s “Right Round” and pro- 
duction work on K’naan’s “Wavin’ 
Flag,” which became the 2010 
World Cup’s official anthem. 

Yet for Mars (real name: Peter 
Hernandez), it’s never been about 
producing other people. Although 
he was hawking his Smeezingtons 
material to pay his bills, his focus 
remained on his solo career. 

Mars’ debut album, “Doo-Wops & 
Hooligans,” was released last week. 
It showcases Mars’ velvety vocals 
while never touching the same genre 
twice: “Runaway Babj^” slithers like 


abandon-free surf rock, while pos- 
sible second single “Grenades” has 
a darker urgency unheard in Mars’ 
previous output. 

As Mars prepares for his first 
headlining tour in November, the 
singer’s solo ascendance may sig- 
nal the too-soon end of the Smeez- 
ingtons. The production team con- 
tinues to knock out hits such as 
“Nothin’ on You,” “Wavin’ Flag” 
and, most recently, Cee Lo’s “. .. 
You,” which earned 3 million You- 
Tube hits in its first week. Mars 
says the Smeezingtons are “defi- 
nitely going to be taking a break 
from the producer stuff once the

If anyone’s reputation ever preced- 
ed him, it would be international 
terrorist Carlos the Jackal, a Ven- 
ezuelan-born ideologue named 
Ilich Ramirez Sanchez, who sits 
in a French prison and is about to 
turn 61 this week. 

Little is known about him, but 
a lot is imagined. In “Carlos,” film- 
maker Olivier Assayas’ mesmeriz- 
ing but certainly too-long biopic 
airing this week on Sundance 
Channel, actor Edgar Ramirez fully 
inhabits the legendary Carlos. 

Here, Carlos the Jackal is raw 
magnetism. Early in the film, he 
strolls down a London street, toss- 
es a small bomb through the door 
of an Israeli bank and returns to 
his pied-a-terre for a vaingloriously 
steamy bath. He is resplendent in 
his full-frontal, righteous sense of 
self-congratulatory terrorism. It’s 
the most disgustingly sexy thing 
you’ve seen in awhile. 

Ramirez’s performance is quite 
possibly the only way you’ll make it 
through all 5 1/2 hours of “Carlos.” 
And that’s right — 5 1/2 hours is, 
unfortunately, NOT a typo.

Carlos was old-school — a mul- 
tilingual, multinational bad guy 
whose long crime spree predated 
modern jihad and techno warfare. 
This seems to be the sole point of 
“Carlos”: It’s about a man and an 
era that have both been packed 
conveniently away in popular 
memory; yet the film also faint- 
ly suggests in Carlos the Jackal a 
harbinger of the elusive and even 


more amoral future terrorists who 
would come along. 

Split into three distinct parts 
beginning Monday night, “Carlos” 
revels luxuriantly in a world that 
in many ways no longer exists — 
a pre-Internet, deeply radicalized 
Europe and Middle East popu- 
lated with insouciant Marxists of 
all stripes who are willing to help 
“the cause,” which was so broadly 
defined as to verge on parody. 

But the militant ineptitude that 
is the underlying theme of “Carlos” 
is rarely funny or even enthralling. 
Rather, “Carlos” is a fascinating 
attempt to methodically reconcile 
fact with underworld lore. The result 
is a beautiful film that requires 
a hardy and determined viewer.
